A n effort is being m ade to revive an d ex­ 
tend th e system o f in suring em ployers 
against loss by reason o f th e dishonesty of 
empUiyes. 
U nder it th e em ploye pays the 
cost o f th e g u aran ty —th a t is, he takes out 
th e policy an d pays th e prem iu m in stall­ 
m ents. 
, It is a had system , and w orthy o f u nlim - 
. 'ited condem nation. 
It is prom oted i:t th e 
interest o f a low class o f insurance com pa­ 
nies. 
So able a pajier as th e Chicago Jour­ 
nal favors it. because, according to its p h i­ 
losophy, it creates a sense o f responsibility 
am ong em p lo y es; prom otes econom y an d 
e y e fu l personal h a b its ; w eakens th e dis­ 
position to use th e em ployer’s m oney; 
m akes all th e em ployed a check upon each 
o th e r; restrains wild speculation, an d adds 
to th e safety o í institutions h o lding th e 
m oney o r property o f others.. 
T hese are plausible argum ents, h u t they 
w ill n ot stand th e test o f reason. 
T he 
w hole system is based on t lie base assum p- 
tiw i th a t every em ploye is dishonest. 
It 
is, therefore, u tterly destructive o f every 
elflm eat of h u m an trust. 
It cuts th e em- 
ver free from responsibility for th e em ­ 
ploye, o r o f care concerning his h ab its and 
m ethods, an d th u s takes aw ay from th e 
h onest clerk th at to w hich he is entitled, 
th e tru st, regard and sy m p ath y o f his em ­ 
ployer. 
B u t it does m ore, it tends to m ak e em ­ 
ployes dishonest, since they m u st realize 
th a t th e ir defalcation w ill q pt in ju re th e 
em ployer, h u t operate only to reduce th e 
profits o f th e insurance com pany, 
lienee, 
in stead o f m ak in g em ployes provident and 
careful, it w ill tend to m ake them careless 
an d reckless. 
Som e o f these points have been elab­ 
orated by th e Chicago Current, w hich enters 
a m an ly protest against th e fallacies o f th e 
reaso n in g in support o f th e system . 
B ut 
th e gravest, anil to our m in d ‘lie best in ­ 
trenched objection, is th a t we have already 
stated —th e system is utterly destructive of 
h u m an trust.

this important question, and it is high time to 
agitate it intelligently.” 
The question of freight was discussed by 
Messre. Melco, Hatch, Wheeler. Blackwood and 
Rvan, and it was the universal opinion that 
freights must be reduced if the fruit industry is 
to remain profitable. 
The Convention adjourned to 10:30 this morn­ 
ing. 
The Convention assembled at 10:30 this morn­ 
ing, Judge Blackwood presiding. 
The Committee on Order of Business report­ 
ed that, as the attendance was not large, it had 
concluded that it was best to take up the read­ 
ing of papers this afternoon, and that after pa­ 
pers were read subjects could be introduced at 
will. The report was adopted. 
The question of reducing freight charges was 
again taken up and discussed. 
Dr. Kimball was in favor of the appointment 
of a committee to consult with railroad mana­ 
gers. 
Dr. Chapin thought that the question of 
freights from 
the 
fruit-growers’ stand point 
should he discussed with the railroad managers. 
Differences too often arise which interfere with 
the fruit interest. These, he thought, might be 
avoided in a great measure by conference, if the 
railroad people could la; met in the proper 
snirit. We need a daily fruit train, running on 
lWt time at low rates. If we can get this, there 
will be no danger of our not being able to take 
care of our surplus. 
W. S. Jessup indorsed Dr. Chapin’s views. He 
thought that the railroad company was ready 
and anxious to do all they could. They had al­ 
ready expressed a willingness to reduce freights, 
but the proiHisition had not been brought di­ 
rectly before them. He thought that a freight 
train could be sent forward every day if the 
freight could be put down to two or two and a 
half cents per pound. At these rates a train of 
thirty cars could be got off each day. If the 
rates can be reduced, we can put fruits into 
Eastern cities for six cents per pound. 
But the 
men who are to meet the railroad men must be 
thinking men and moderate men. 
Mr. Shinn thought that nothing could be bet­ 
ter than the proposed conference. The solution 
of the whole problem of fruit-growing depends 
upon the question of freights. Heretofore the 
railroad lias stated tliat it could not be given a 
train-load a day. 
Next season he was sure 
that a train a day. or. at least, a train every other 
day. could lie dispatched. 
Mr. Ha’eh <lid not think that the Association 
should contract to furnish a train-load of fruit 
per day. All that it should do is to point out 
the prospect of there being sufficient fruit for 
exportation to load a train. 
Mr. Hickson said thnt the railroad had been 
so pressed for rolling stock that it had not been 
able to do what it expected. Freight Agent 
Gray was surprised to know that dried fruits did 
not sell Eart for at least lsor20 cents per pound. 
When assured thut only 10 cents was received 
on the average, he thought that 2 cents was a 
large percentage to extract for freight. 
The following Committee of Conference was 
appointed : Senator Buck of Vacaville, Mr. 
Hickson and W. H. Aiken. 
Mr. Ufitch offered a resolution inviting the 
canners of the State to attend the Convention, 
and discuss w ith the Association the question of 
canning fruit. 
Mr. Wiekson moved to amend, to include in 
the resolution of invitation the fruit-dryere.

The 
vessel is thought to be uninjured, and the dam­ 
age to the coal-cannot as yet lie ascertained. 
The crew state that the heat was intense at 
times and could be felt through the decks. As 
the vessel was w.-ll up to the northward, the 
master thought it advisable to put in here, 
where the facilities for discharging and repair­ 
ing the vessel are much better titan at Wil­ 
mington.

E n th u sia stic M eetin g E a st N ig h t—S p eech 
o f H on . A . A . S argen t. 
It having been announced that the Hon 
A. A. Sargent would address the citizens of 
Sacram ento last evening, on the isstnj of 
the day, in the Republican W igwam, the 
old Pavilion, Sixth and M streets, the Re­ 
publicans of this city made preparations 
for a grand torchlight procession, and had 
it not been for the rain which commenced 
at 3 o'clock in the afternoon and rendered 
the streets almost impassable for m ud, fully 
1,200 Blaine and Logan m en would have 
been in line. At 7:30 p. m . a delegation 
from the Boys in Blue and l ’lum ed Knights 
marched from the W igwam to the Golden 
Eagle Hotel, preceded by the First A rtilierv 
band, to receive the speaker of the evening. 
W hen they returned to the H all about 
1.500 people had assembled. The following 
officers of the meeting were announced: 
President—Hon. T. B. McFarland. 
Vice-Presidents—T. M. Lindley, George 
Schroth, J. P. Farnsworth, S. Dwyer, J. C. 
Sepulveda, IT. W acliliorst, W. E. Osborn, 
John Sheridan, F rank Johnson, George E. 
Duden, J. W . Lee, Charles W inter, P. Van 
Maren, Thom as Geddes, John McCollom, 
John W hitelaw, E.W . Hale, R. E. Gogings,

Judge McFarland, in assuming the duties 
of the Chair, made a ringing speech. H e 
predicted that in the coming election Blaine 
and Logan, the nation's favorites, would be 
elected by an overwhelming m ajority. In 
introducing the speaker, lie referred to him 
as being a life-long friend, said lie knew 
him from his boyhood, and briefly referred 
to his brilliant political history. 
H is re­ 
m arks wero well received and loudly ap­ 
plauded. 
Mr. Sargent kept his audience in rapt at­ 
tention for quite two hours—not by effort­ 
ful attem pts at eloquence; not by rhetor­ 
ical art, nor by appeals to prejudices, the 
sense of humor, or the arts of o rato ry ; but 
by a direct, simple, incisive address to 
reason and common sense. There was no 
sentence that was not clear cut, no exposi­ 
tion or statem ent th at was not m ade trans­ 
parent to every m ind. This sim ple tribute 
to the power of conversational reasoning, 
one man w ith another, is demanded by 
common justice alike to the large audience 
that in a cold hall and on backless benches 
sat for two hours in engrossed attention, 
and to the speaker, who, w ithout any ap­ 
peals to aught else than the reuson—w ith­ 
out hum orous anecdote to illustrate, or 
w itty story to awaken laughter; w ithout a 
word of personality, or a single reference 
to other m atters than governm ental propo­ 
sitions, and great Issues and Jpolicies—so 
held the audience, and won the comm enda­ 
tion of their intellectual obeisance. 
Mr. Sargent commenced by saying that 
he regretted that the rain hail rendered the 
streets so m uddy th at the intended torch­ 
light procession and dem onstration which 
was to have been given by the Plum ed 
Knights, the Boys in Blue and several 
other Republican organizations had to be 
abandoned. 
H e had witnessed enough, 
however, to rem ind him of the old tim es 
in Sacram ento when grand Republican 
maj irities were rolled up. and held it pro­ 
phetic of 1,200 m ajority for the Republican 
cause in this county. 
H e thanked the la­ 
dies present for the honor done the Repub­ 
licans by their presence. 
H e proceeded to speak of the distinctive 
principles of the Republican party, saying 
our fathers wisely pu t Presidential elec­ 
tions near together that the people m ight 
often review their affairs, and decide in 
the policy they willed to he pursued on the 
nation, ff party nam es or prejudice were 
to govern, such review would be useless. 
He would speak to their interests and their 
reasons, and not to their prejudices—ad­ 
dress them as a ju ry privileged to sit in 
their own case. The Republican party be­ 
lieves in the rights and dignity of labor, in 
well paid toil of hand and brain, and that 
the happy homes of our land, the priceless 
boon of education to children, can only 
come w here the laborer is well paid. 
If 
m anufactures and agriculture thrive, as 
they do under protection of domestic in- 
dusty, capital gets its due return, and the 
comforts and refinem ents of life embellish 
the cottage of the worker. 
H e compared 
at considerable length the condition of the 
laboring classes in Europe w ith those of 
the U nited States, giving facts that came 
under his own observation, show ing ex­ 
treme squalor there in contrast with gen­ 
erally diffused comfort here, and showed 
the necessary deduction that as water runs 
to a level, so wages and conditions m ust be 
equalized between Europe and America, if 
the tariff were broken down. After illus­ 
trating the subject in various ways, he said 
the Democratic party scents to he insanely 
bent on ruining our domestic industries. 
It is for the m anufacturer and worker to 
protect him self from these designs.

hut is a fallacy, even from a Southern 
standpoint. H e showed that wherever free 
trade has been applied in this country, and 
to the extent to which it has been applied, 
industry lias been prostrated, the people 
impoverished and the n u t^n al credit in ­ 
jured. H e did not believe-Gur workmen 
are ready to rote themselves down to the 
level of the European pauper; but th at is 
w hat this Democratic policy profess to 
them . 
He referred to other features of 
Republican policy, showing that party to 
be abreast of the ' times, and asked what 
distinctive principle the Democracy present 
for public acceptance. That party deals in 
negatives only, except where, as in the case 
of the homestead plank, it has stolen the 
trusts of the Republican party. 
H e referred to the abuse of Mr. Blaine 
as binding that gentlem an's friends more 
firmly to him . ih : said Cleveland was 
nom inated merely for expediency, and the 
Democrats bail m ade their usual mistake. 
The Convention which nom inated him had 
disregarded the warnings of their own del­ 
egates from his ¡State, and of the labor or­ 
ganizations of the country, preferring to 
counsel w ith Curtis A Co. as to a nominee 
instead of with the labor element of their 
own party, and now find their party as­ 
phyxiated before the campaign is half 
through. 
Large classes of voters have left 
Cleveland, and others m ake a wry face at 
the disagreeable necessity of swallowing 
him . 
H e referred to the unselfish services 
of Mr. Blaine upon the Chinese question, 
and Tead some extracts from his letter in re­ 
ply to W illiam Lloyd Garrison, wherein he 
defended him self anil the cause of this 
coast when assailed by that gentleman. In 
conclusion, he appealed to his hearers to 
rise superior to old party entanglements, 
and vote for the continued prosperity of 
these comm unities, that the hum of native 
industry may continue, for the comfort of 
all classes and the education of all.

founded in enlightened liberty at home.
